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The following resolution was unanimously passed by a Standing Vote 
at the Opening Session of the Queensland Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Church of Australasia, in Albert Street Methodist Church, on the twenty-fifth 
day of February, in the year of our Lord, one thousand nine hundred and 
nineteen : — 

" The Methodist Church of Queensland, in Annual Conference assembled, 
expresses its devout thanks to Almighty God for His blessing on the Navy and 
Army of Great Britain and her Dominions, and her Allies, in their successful 
campaign in the Great War, 1914-19, for Righteousness and Peace. 

" The Conference, in placing on record its profound appreciation of the 
great service which the men of the Australian Navy, and of the Australian Im- 
perial Expeditionary Force in all its branches, and the noble women of the 
Australian Army Nursing Service, and the Voluntary Aid Department have 
unitedly rendered on all the Battle Fronts, recognises, with much satisfaction, that 
the men and women of Methodism in Australasia, as well as in Great Britain, 
Canada, South Africa, and in the United States of America, and elsewhere, gave 
their best and bravest sons and daughters at the call of duty, to win protection 
for the weak and justice for the oppressed ; and that the valour of Australia's 
sons on the Field, and the skill and devotion of Australia's daughters in nursing 
the sick and wounded, have won for their sons and daughters alike the abiding 
glory and renown only attained by those who have been faithful to the highest 
impulses of hearts touched by God. 

" The Conference, in recognising with deep sorrow the tremendous cost in 
human life by which the decisive victory has been won, records its deep sense of 
gratitude and profound obligation to those brave men who have made the supreme 
sacrifice, amongst whom Queensland Methodism mourns the loss of Seven Hundred 
of her choicest and most promising sons, and for whom the Conference directs 
that a Memorial Service shall be held on Conference Sunday, 2nd March, 1919, in 
Albert Street Church, and that the Order of Service shall be printed and shall 
contain the names of our deathless heroes, and also that a copy of this resolution 
shall be forwarded to the address of each next-of-kin of the fallen soldiers, with the 
sympathy of the Methodist Church in the loss of their valiant dead, whose names 
live for evermore."
